Mr. Chairman, Miss Mellor and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in submitting to you my Annual Report on the 
Sanitary Circumstances, the Sanitary Administration and the Vital 
Statistics of the District for the year 1964. 


PHYSICAL FEATURES OF THE DISTRICT. 


The district may roughly be said to consist of a broad river 
valley, running north and south. Its western slope rises more or 
less abruptly to a height of 600 feet above the river level at 400 feet. 
Whereas fifty years ago, the lower portion of this hillside and the 
lowlying land on both banks of the river were the site of most of the 
houses, of late years building has taken place on the higher ground. 


GEOLOGICAL FEATURES. 


The hilly portion is mountain limestone, while the eastern side 
is composed of Yoredale Rocks (Yoredale Grit and Shale). 


OCCUPATIONS. 


Agriculture, the manufacture of electric accumulators and machine 
tools, quarrying, knitted garments and retail trading are the main 
occupations of this Market Town; to which must be added tourisn, 
Bakewell being the chief town in the Peak District National Park.

The Birth Rate is higher than last year, whilst the Death Rate 
is lower. The Cancer Death Rate was 2.01 per 1,000 population, which 
is lower than last year; but the Death Rate attributed to Angina and 
Coronary Disease was 4.02 per 1,000 population, which is higher than 
last year. 
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Bakewell deaths were made up as follows; deaths taking place in 
Bakewell and registered locally were 49, inclusive of the Cottage 
Hospital deaths of which 17 were transferred to their own area of 
residence i.e. outward transferable deaths. There were 6 Bakewell 
people who died outside this district, 5 in hospital and one other. 
These were inward transferable deaths to this district. To these 
must be added Newholme Hospital Total Deaths - 58 (3 deaths in Part 
III and 55 in hospital), of which 25 were outward transfers, leaving 
30 deaths in hospital, which were attributed to Bakewell Urban 
District. 6 of these were Bakewell »neople, who were admitted to 
hospital directly and died there. The remaining 24 deaths were 
classificd by the Registrar General to Bakewell Urban District as 
the area of occurrincc,by reason of over six months residence in 
hospital at the time of death. This feature is bound to occur 
when a Geriatric Hospital is within the area. This apparently high 
death rate is compensated for by the use of the Area Comparability 
Factor for Deaths which, when applied, gives Bakewell Urban District 
a very low Corrected Death Rate. I consider that Bakewell is a 
healthy place in which to live, as shown by the average ages at death 
of Males - 68.66, Females - 72.61.

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MASS RADIOGRAPHY. 


A report from Dr. W. Guthrie, the Medical Director of the 
Nottingham Area No.2 Mass Radiography Unit, on the survey carried 
out in Bakewell from 12th - 19th May, 1964 appears below. 


"On this occasion 1,024 of the gencral public were X-rayed, 
which was almost the same as in 1961, when 1,045 were X-rayed. 
It is interesting to note that 30% were X-rayed for the first 
time. The response on the part of the scholars was 80%, which is 
very good; but not so good as in 1961, when it was 99%. All the 
school children were X-rayed for the first time. 


Three cases of observation pulmonary tuberculosis were 
discovered, and have been referred to the Chest Physician for 
further investigation. None, however, appeared to be serious 
cases. One case labelled ‘observation (non-tuberculous)! had an 
X-ray film suggesting pulmonary fibrosis more than anything clsc, 
and he also was referred to the Chest Physician for further 
investigation. 


Two examinees, who were recalled for large films, did not 
come back. As the reason for their recall was spoiled films, 
no further action has been taken regarding them."

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ACCIDENTS IN THE HOME. 

The Ministry of Health is concerned at the number of 
accidents, particularly burns and scalds, which occur in the 
home. Many of these are preventable. 

Particular attention should be paid to the obligation of 
every householder to ensure that all gas and electric fires are 
properly guarded. It is the responsibility of all parents to 
see that their children are so protected; and that kettles are 
kept out of reach of young children, 

All Electric Blankets should be serviced periodically. 

It should be realised that accidents in the home still 
out—number accidents on the road.

The Slaughterhouses are regularly inspected. Certain 
improvements have been made during the year, but all the 
requirements, as advised by the County Vetinary Inspector, have 
not yet been completed. Some managers do not obtain a sufficiently 
high enough standard of slaughterhouse hygeine. 
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FOOD POISONING. 


I am pleased to report that no cases were reported during 
the year. 


In June, 1964, on instructions from the Ministry, who 
supplied the numbers of various consignments of possibly 
contaminated Canned Meat, a small quantity was seized and dealt 
with. I am pleased to report that within twenty-four hours of 
having received instructions, the danger to the public of 
consuming possibly infected food was eliminated from the town. 


FOOD HYGEINE. 


The Council have co-operated with the Ministry in displaying 
suitable Food Hygeine posters in selected positions in the town. 
A constant meter is kept on food premises with regard to compliance 
with Food Hygeine Regulations. 


I consider that the Ministry should make a Regulation 
rohibiting the admission of animals (i.e. dogs and cats) into 
Food Shops. Voluntary measures are not sufficient. 


MILK, 


There is no doubt that the keeping quality of bottled milk 
varies considerably. I am convinced that sterilised milk is the 
safest milk to drink. I realise that certain vitamins are 
destroyed, but the calorie value remains the same. In these days, 
when vitamins are freely available and are usually given to 
children in any case as a protection against deficiency, clean 
germ-free milk, sterilised, is, from the public health point of 
View, the milk of choice. 


Cases of infection by Brucella Abortus have again occurred. 
I consider the compulsory vaccination of calves to be essential; 
and the notification of the discase in human beings would be a 
desirable public health measure. 


The sampling of milk is carried out by the Licensing 
Authority i.e. the Derbyshire County Council. 


SHOPS, OFFICES AND RAILWAY PREMISES ACT, 1963. 


An up to date filing system of record keeping has been 
adopted, but there is still a considerable amount of inspection 
and necessary improvements to be carricd out, in order to comply 
with the Act. 


The Council were unable to appoint a further Public Health 
Inspector, owing to the lack of applicants. 


It is important that shops and offices and all food shops 
and premises should be regularly inspected. 
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HOUSING. 


The Council completed plans for eight bungalows for old 
i on the Haddon Road Site. These should be completed in 
1966. 


There are still at least twelve houses which, in my opinion, 
are unfit for human habitation; and should be condemned. 


In January, 1964, I advised the Council to build twelve 
further new houses (other than old people's bungalows). No 
scheme has yet been decided upon by the Council. I consider 
increased housing accommodation to be the primary public health 
need. There are still many people on the Housing Waiting List.

There are no common lodging houses within this district. 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The Consulting Engineers of both the Urban and Rural 
Councils have consulted together and given advice on a joint 
scheme, which has now been adopted, whereby the sewage from the 
Urban District will be conveyed down the Vallicy to a new sewage 
disposal works, which will serve several parishes of the 
Rural District. This scheme will obviate the construction of 
extensive works and pumping to the present sewage dispogai works 
in the Urban District, which are now overloaded —- as previously 
reported — the works having been constructed more than thirty 
years ago. 


REPUSE DISPOSAL. 

Refuse disposal is by controlled tipping. There has been 
greater control by mechanical means i.e. use of bulldozer. The 
question of incineration is under review. 

The Council have gone carefully into the method of paper 
bag collection, and have decided against this method.

The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire 
Water Board. 


(a)1.The supply sources to the area are a bulk supp]; treated 
water from Derwent Valley Water Board and Fallinge Spring. 
Both are stored in open reservoirs and pass, after chlorination, 
into distribution and to three balancing tanks. 


Storage in open reservoirs and the absence of filtration 
has at times resulted in complaints of animal infestation 
of the supply in certain areas. The authorities are 
considering remedial methods to overcome a recurrence. 


2.The quantity proved adcquate, no restrictions being imposed. 


Chemical and Bactcriological analyses are carricd out in 
the Board's Laboratories. All raw, treated and distributed 
waters are examined at lcast monthly.

I regret to have to report that neither the High Level 
nor the Low Level Reservoir have been covered by the North 
Derbyshire Water Board. The reason for this public health 
measure was reported to you on 29.12.58. 


Fluoridation of Water — The Council have again confirmed 
their support in any measure the County Council may take to 
further the prevention of decay and preservation of the 
children's teeth. 

COUNTY WELFARE SERVICES. 

An Infant Welfare Clinic is held in the Totin Hall on the 
second and fourth Wednesdays of the month, staffed by the County 
Council. Dr. McCullock attends once a month. 

Chiropody - no chiropodist has yet been appointed for the 
Bakewell area. The Bakewell War Memorial Charity pays for the 
services of a local chiropodist in the case of necessatous old 
age pensioners, There is, however, a County Council Clinic 
held at Causeway Lane, Matlock, where an appointment may be made, 
when the elderly, the physically handicapped and expectant mothers 
can be treated free.
